T the close of one of the most successful football seasons in the high school, 

let us stop for a while to consider the source of its success. First of all, the 
football squad of Hugh Morson High School has had two of the best coaches any- 
where in the South; Mr. Albert T. Spurlock, who has played football in several of 
the leading colleges in the country, and Mr. J. Peele Johnson, who has been coach- 
ing all athletics in the high school for about four years.
